THE SOLUTION 


‘Governor Smith Talks of Agri- 
cultural School: Problem, 


REAFFIRMS HIS MESSAGE 


Says Georgia Is Merely Losing the 
Money That Could Be Used to 
Support the Schools Es- 
tablished by the 
Districts. 


Governor Hoke Smith, who yesterday 
returned from Princeton, where he at- 
tended the funeral of former President 
Cleveland, when asked for an expres- 
sion as to the proper solution of the 
problem now facing the state of caring 
for the agricultural college at Athens 
and the eleven district schools, de- 
clared that he knew of nothing he could 
add to the words of his message to the 
legislature. 

“IT have already declared myself on 
this subject, and my deep interest in 
the welfare of these schools is well 
known. The Martin bill to increase the 
price of fertilizer tags from 10 to 25 
cents seems to solve the problem. 

“As I see it, Georgia is simply losing 
a sum _  =<sufficient to support these 
schools which mean so much to the de- 
velopment of the state. Our tarmers 
are paying the same price for fertil- 
izergs paid in neighboring States; the 
other states are getting higher prices 
for the tags. It seems that Georgia 
has all to gain and nothing to lose bj 
the enactment of this measure.” 


SHAH PROCLAIMS AMNESTY 


In an Effort to Restore Tranquility 
in Teheran. 


Washington, June 28.-In a further 
effort to restore tranquility in the city 
of Teheran, the scene of the recent 
riots in Persia, the shah has proclaimed 
a general amnesty, according to a cable- 
gram received tonight by General Mor- 
teza, the Persian iminister. The mes- 
sage is from the Persian government. 
According to the translation made by 
General Morteza the proclamation 


reads: 

“As our wishes are to secure general 
tranquility and order throughour the

North Carolina Democrats Not 
Likely {0 Instruct Delegates, 


CONVENTION TO ACT TODAY 


Gov. Glenn and Sen. Overman Al- 
ready Chosen as Delegates-at- 
Large and Sen, Simmons and 
Ex-Gov. Myrick Will 
Complete the “Big 
Four,” 


Charlotte, N. C., June 28.—Unless the 
temper of the delegates, changes be- 
fore the state democratic convention 
reassembles at noon tomorrow it 
not likely that North Carolina 
send an instructed delegation 
Denver convention. 

Thete has been but one effort to 
bring Bryan’s name before the con- 
vention and that was early in the ses- 
sion, before the deadlock on the gu- 
bernatorial situation came on, A coun- 
try delegate from the lowlands se- 
cured the floor and started to introduce 
some sort of a resolution about Bryan 
but he was choked off before he had 
proceeded far and never finished. 

Glenn and Overman Choser, 


Just before the convention adjourn- 
ed this morning, while some of the 
pious delegates were clamoring for 
adjournment because the Sabbath had 
stolen upon the meeting, there was an 
effort to name the. delegates to the 
national convention. Senator Overman 
urged Governor Glenn's selection by 
acclamation and this carried with a 
whoop and somebody else paid Sen- 
ator Overman the same compliment 
and that was carried. Then Senator 
Simmons was proposed and there were 
some cries of ‘‘no” and deafening con- 
fusion and a very small Bryan demon- 
stration. 

‘ Those familiar with the situation say 
that the opposition that deleveloped 
at the mention of Simmons’ name was 
due more to the fast that he opposed 
Mr. Kitchen’s nomination than any- 
thing else. When it looked as if there 
was to be a fight on his selection as 
delegate a friend got the floor and 
tried to withdraw his name but a storm 
of disapproval arose—the delegat’s 
wanted him and would not stand for 
his withdrawal. Glenn and Overman 
were the only two chosen, the conven- 
tion adjourning during the row over 
Simmons. 

No Enthusiasm for Bryan. 


It looks now like Simmons will be 
chosen Monday without opposition and 
it is known that he opposes instruc- 
tions. ‘If the convention instructs it 
will be because the delegates realize 
that Bryan will probably get the 
nomination anyhow and that a fight 
over it would be time and energy 
wasted. The platform which has not 
yet been submitted is said to’recom- 
mend instructions. The entire lack of 
Bryan enthusiasm has been noticeable. 

The convention has Very little work 
to do now beyond the choice of the 
rest of the state ticket and there are 
few contests over these, Senator Sim- 
mons and former Governor Myrick 
will probably compose the national 
delegation with Governor,.Glenn and 
Senator Overman. 


ADVANCE IN FREIGHT RATES. 


Railroad Agents Think It Woald 
Tend to Promote Prosperity. 
Albany. N. Y.. June 28.—Aibany di- 
vision No. 9, Order of Raibway Station 
Agents, the first of kind in this 
vicinity, was organized here today. It 
inciudes employees of. the New York 
Central and Delaware and Hudson com- 
panies. A resolution was adopted, that 
it was the sense of those present that 
there should “an organized system 
of earnest. sensible, united and effec- 
tive cooperation with employers to 
the end of infiuencing the generat 
public and legislative opinion that a 
just and equitable and reasonable ad- 
vance in railroad freight rates’ would

F ormer Atlantan Now Noted

“America has never looked upon China 
seriously,“ declared Dr. David L. An- 
derson, president of Soo¢how Univer- 
sity of China, in a magnificent address 
delivered before a créwded audience at 
Trinity church last: night. at which 
every Methodist church: in: Atlanta was 
represented. 

The purpose of the hion meeting 
was to inform and inspire the laymen 
of Atlanta in the. great laymen’s mis- 
fionary movement, which fs sweeping 
over the country. Every available 
seat in the large auditorium was occu- 
pied, and addresses were ‘made by both 
Dr. W. R. Lambuth, general missionary 
secretary of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, and Dr. Anderson, who 
has been justly termed the worthy suc- 
Young J. Allen 
White Man’s Burden.

Dr. Anderson began by 
and = declared 
heathen na- 
was a burden which was clearly 
the white man's, because, said he, ‘‘the 
white man knowe God, and it is he that 
must carry the message of salvation to 
a lost world.” 

Dr. Anderson pointed out the ‘fact that 
the Jews, in an effort to keep the reve- 
of Christ ta themselves, had 
upon themseives their own de- 
struction, and said he: ‘Christianity 
has not been given to the white man 
for his own selfish ends. but that he 
might send and carry the gospel to 
those who have never heard the glad 
message of salvation.’’ He referred 
to the late Boxer movement, and said 
that this movement was the product of 
an effort to capture China and divide 
it among the nations of the world, but 
that this effort resulted in the reinstat- 
ing of the emperor and empress upon 
the throne, The minister stated that many 
of the addresses which had been deliv- 
ered about China from time to time 
had been very dark pictures, but /said 
he: “There ig a bright side to the pos- 
sibilities in China, and the sins of 
America are not different from those 
committed in China.’”’ 

He said that God had been in China 
from the beginning of the world, and 
that in the hearts of the peaple there 
Was a responsive chord, and continuing 
he said: ‘In many lines the Chinese 
have gone ahead of the American. He 
declared that China was worth the sav- 
ing, for the salvation of this heathen 
people would bring the standard of the 
world up to a higher plane. He spoke 
of the wonderfu] material, commercial, 
educationa] and religious awakening of 
this great nation, and said that all of 
these changes were due to the mission- 
ary in the land who carried no opium, 
no arms or warfare, but simply the 
giad tidings of salvation, 

Exterminating Opium Dens. 


Dr. Anderson stated that ‘foot-binding 
Was a thing of the past, and that the 
opium dens were being rapidly extermi- 
nated, 

In speaking of the educational awak- 
ening, he said that the inhabitants of 
this nation were seeking for the west- 
ern learning, and that the number of 
Christian schools was being rapidly 
multiplied, and that the leading citizens 
of China were more anxious for their 
children to have mora] and religious 
than they were for them to 
patronize the government schools with- 
out this training, and that:the result 
was that all of the religious schools 
were being overrun with students, until 
they were being turned away by the 
hundreds because sufficient: equipment 
and accommodation had not been pro- 
vided.

Here the real evil of 
the principle which has governed the 
state’s policy. The state has been 
trained to regard the convict as an 
asset and not a liability; as a good 
fortune rather than a burden.’

The increase of iaw- 
breakers if regretted today is appeased 
tomorrow by the sentence of the judge 
who adds their hire to the state's eX- 
chequer.

that the grand juries in each of these 
districts have direction of the 
labor of all convicts arising in thelr 
jurisdiction: that this labor be_ ex- 
pended in building a@ chain of macadam 
roads from county seat to county seat. 
It is proposed that A penitentiary 
stockade be erected at a central point 
in each district. With regard to the 
long term convicts and those requiring 
closer confinement, that the prison 
board, maintaining general supervision 
over the whole system, utilize their 
labor in quarrying stone for bridge 
abutments and preparing cement for 
the heavier construction of public 
works; but whatever may be the dis- 
position of convict labor the public 
only has the right to its value. This 
principle should be laid down at the 
outset. Then let us begin under these 
improved relations toward the convict 
to administer the public Interest ‘In 
him so as to draw him as far as pos- 
sible toward reformation. It may ap- 
pear chimerical to expect that any 
reformatory methods will prove effec- 
tive in dealing with the criminal ne- 
groes who constitute the bulk of our 
convict population, but We may be 
sure that no effort in this line will 
make the negro convict less useful as 
a laborer, if it gives him the impres- 
sion that the stat’s policy is aimed 
for the improvement of his moral con- 
dition. In any event the incorporation 
of the reformatory principle into the 
penal policy of the state will exhalt 
the moral standards of our civilization 
and put\an end to the degrading effect 
which tte present contract method is 
perpetuating in Georgia.

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next year. If not, turn over with a 
turn-plow and sow to oats again, in 
October, the oats to be followed as be- 
fore with cowpeas, or possibly with 
corn. By this plan the nutgrass, it is 
claimed, will have been weakened and 
so much of it destroyed by the derse 
shading of oats and cowpeas that the 
land may be cultivated without diffi- 
culty in corn, or cotton, or tobacco or 
other summer hoed crop. But destroyed 
utterly? Nay. verily, I do not be- 
lieve It. 

I am troubled with it on my two- 
acre city lot, and have spent:a good 
deal of effort, some money for labor, 
and not, little of my personal muscle— 
aided by the gray matter that lies un- 
der the scalp—in the endeavor to get 
rid of nutgrass. I have learned some 
things about it: 

|. Nutgrass will not flourish until the 
weather becomes real warm, 
May and June. 

2. It does not flourish 
of overhanging plants, such as beets, 
Irish and sweet potatoes, cabbages, 
etc, but so soon as these are out of 
the way and a good rainfall occurs you 
may look out, for it springs into new 
life. 

3. Repeated plowing with any tool 
that will loosen and stir the soil well 
will prevent much growth. If a grow- 
ing plant of nutgrass be well covered 
with soil by plowing or hoeing, it will 
not renew its growth; but the nutlet, 
if it be covered, will put forth a new 
shoot. If the nutlet be plowed up 
after it has put forth plantlets and 
shall remain exposed to air and sun- 
shine until thoroughly dry, it will lose 
its vitality. 

4. It is important to prevent the fut 
grass go!lng to seed, for it is by this 
means chiefly that it spreads. By means 
of the nutlets it spreads but slowly. 

5. In a bermuda or blue-grass lawn 
it is a hopeless task to undertake to 
get riq of nutgrass—if pretty abun- 
dant—and at the same time preserve 
the lawn grass. 

6. By digging up the nutgrass, roots 
and all, and destroying the nutlets, 
you may certainly get rid of it. Even 
if you do not go deep enough to get all 
the nutlets, but cut it off 3 or 4 inches 
pelow the surface, and do it as often as 
the plants show not more than an inch 
in heig’ vou will finally (and in one 
season) rid of it. 

It requires more salt to kill nutgrass 
than one would be willing to buy, at 
$i0 a ton, unless on a very small area, 
and the land so heavily salted would 
'be “killed’’ for at least one season. By 
the way, I have found that common 
sait, liberally applied, is certain and 
quick death to the running honey- 
suckle, much less being required than 
for killing bermuda or nutgrass.

Answer--Professor J. 8S. Newman, in 
his ‘Southern Gardener's Practical 
Manual,” gays Potatoes of the pre- 
vious year’s crop, preserved until June 
in cold storage, are sometimes used for 
planting the fall crop¢ but they have 
not proved so satisfactory as seed from 
the first or spring crop of the current 
years. Practically the only diffeulty In 
the way of growing a fall crop is in Se- 
curing a stand.”’ My own limited ex- 
perience in planting euch seed was that 
the results were very satisfactory, ger- 
mination occurring more promptly and 
uniformly than when seed of the spring 
crop was used. In addition to the dif- 
flceulty of getting a stand, I find that 
the dry weather that we almost certainly 
will experience in September and Oc- 
is hardly a less obstacle to suc- 
( {i cut the potatoes, except the 
survalier ones, and let the cut surfaces 
dry a day or two before planting. Turn- 
ing under a green crop should never 
be practiced just before planting a crop 
of any Kind. The effect is to sour the 
soil and to make it too open. More- 
over, the green stuff will not rot in 
tine to do a quick-growing crop, such 
as Irish potatoes, any good.

NITRATE ON CORN. 


Mrs. J. W. Taylor, Snow Hill, N. C.=I 
write for a little advice... I have four acres 
of corn planted on light sandy land: planted 
the Ist of April. The land was planted in 
tobacco last year and is poor. We have used 
Lipp’s formula, guano 1,000 pounds to the 
acre applied at first plowing. Now I want 
Lipp’s formula’ guano, 1,000 pounds to the 
acre and how to apply? I have four acres 
im cotton; used some guano; wish to use 
soda. Please tell me the quantity to use 
and how to use, as I have never used soda. 
My corn is drilled: will average 18 inches 
apart. The formula of the guano is one ton, 
half stable manure and‘haif good dirt: 14 
acid phosphate, 100 pounds: lime, 100 pounds; 
muriate of potash, 50 pounds; nitrate of soda, 
50 pounds; salt, 20 pounds. 

Answer: I am surprised that any 
southern farmer should use the Lipp’s 


along in| 
} ter 


formula, especially a North Carolina 
farmer, when its unscientific charac- 
and utter absence of real merit 
_have been so clearly and repeatedly 
shown by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. If you had used 
300 pounds of my Corn Formula No. | 
On your. corn, and 400 to 600 pounds 
of Cotton Formula No. 2, on your cot- 
ton, you would not need to apply any 
nitrate of soda. The small amount of 
acid phosphate (only -50 pounds per 
acre) that you have already applied 
cannet be remedied by applying ni- 
trate. You have already applied 
SO pounds of nitrate of soda. I would 
not apply more than 50 pounds per 
acre to the corn, and possibly the same 
to the cotton. If you run two furrows 
to the middie in plowing your cotton 


and cover ii with the second. Same for 
corn.. You cannot make yield of corn 
and cotton good on poor land with a 
light application of fertilizers. The half 
ton each of stable manure amounts to 
very little; the half ton of “rich dirt’ 
will not pay for hauling, the lime and 
salt ineffective. 


HOG PASTURES. 


W. <A. Harward, Bridgeport, N. C.—I am 
wanting some help in the selection of crops 
for hog pastures. [ have two fields that I 
want to use; one is tn orchard, mostly apple 
and peach. They have just commenced hear- 
ing. I have the land now in cotton; will not 
tend it any more for any crop. I have been 
thinking of putting it in crimson clover at 
last plowing, then when hogs have got the 
best of it next spring I thought best to sow 
in cowpeas and put hogs in on them when 
ready. There are 8 acres in the piece and 
lasting water. It is on the east side of the 
largest hill in this seotion. The land is red 
clay—ia very red. The other piece is red clay 
land and slopes to the south, 2% acres. I 
want this piece to fill in between the times 
that the hogs will have to be off the orchard. 
Any help that you wit!) give me on this will 
be much appreciated, as I have never had 
much experlaga with the hog pasture, 
though I want to get to and quit so 


much cotton. 

Answer: I approve your idea of 
sowing the orchard in crimson clover 
and possibly also vetch. There is some 
danger of losing a stand by crimson 
clover if sown so early as the last 
plowing of cotton, if the weather 
should turn very dry and hot after the 
seeds germinate. Following the clover 
with cowpeas is also a good idea, al- 
though not strictly scientific—since 
both are legumes; but I fear to sug- 
gest any rank growing crop, because 
of the danger of injury to the orchard 
trees. 

I] suggest that you put the two and 
a half acre patch in Bermuda which 
would give you what you should have 
a permanent summer pasture. Of 
course it would not amount to much 
the first year; but you could sow 
vetch seed or the Bermuda pasture in 
the fall and thus secure a winter and 
spring pasture, without’ interfering 
with the Bermuda at all. 

I advise you also to 
acres in Spanish-peanuts, also 
sorghum, and also some common col- 
lards, the last two to be fed in the 
hog lot (not pastured). Dwarf essex 
rape, sown in August will also make 
a good pasture late in the winter and 
early in the spring. Also plant some 
Jerusalem artichokes for winter and 
spring rooting.
